The campaign for polio-fighting 
funds got underway in this com- 
munity and throughout the nation 
this week. as volunteers geared 
themselves for the doubled effort 
that will be necessary to help the 
March of Dimes keep pace with 
the march of polio. 

The campaign period has been 
doubled this year because the Na- 
tional Foundation has been forced 
into debt four years in succession 
by surging polio incidence. The 
drive started Jan. 1 and will con- 
tinue until the end of the month. 

During the last four years, the 
National Foundation and its chap- 
ters have spent $79,000.000 in 
March of Dimes funds for patient 
care charges alone, as compared 
with $41,000,000 in the previous 
ten-year span. 

This situation was brought 
about not only by rising costs but 
also because there were more 
cases during the last four years 
than in the entire previous dec- 
ade. 

Added to increased costs and 
increased incidence has been a 
third factor that has compounded 
the difficulties of the National 
Foundation. Polio doesn’t just hit 
and run. The effects of any one 
year’s epidemic are not soon for-
